If Weygand has ever intended to fight against the Ger- 
mans that was his moment. Four German panzer divisions 
had not then been transferred to African soil. Africa could} 
have been swept clear of all Italian forces. Spain was neither | 
ready nor willing then to intervene against French Morocco. | 

He had only some 300-odd planes, mostly Curtiss- | 

Wrights based far south near Marraketch, and he lacked 
every kind of supply including even ammunition for small 
arms, 


But supplies and ammunition were not badly needed | 


for such a move at that moment and they could have been 
transported then from America. Is that possible now or in 
the period when Hitler starts cleaning North Africa and the 
western Mediterranean? 

Since that critical moment—assuming that Weygand 
was ever capable of fighting again against the Germans— | 
Hitler has acted quietly but quickly in preparation for the 
moment when he will take the initiative in that theatre. | 

On Feb. 6 five Dornier transport planes flew into 
Casablanca with German officers and soldiers. Until that 
date civilian control and port authority had been in charge 
of German and Italian officials. 

The two, moreover, had their spies and agents through- 
out the whole of the French Empire in Africa. But they had 
not sent down military units.

This is what they 
have hoped for when they have gone to Morocco as reserve 
officers or when they have enlisted in answer to advertise- 
ments in Vichy or when they have flown planes to Weygand 
instead of flying on to British lines.
